contribution for special assessment on cotton, sugar, lice, 
syrup, molasses and esculents produced upon the lauds sub- 
ject to taxation under the provisions of this aet; to require 
(be levy of a ten mill tax on all property subject to taxation, 
and prescribe the duties of assessors. tax collectors. Aud- 
itor and State Treasurer in reference (hereto; to authorize 
the hoard, under certain circumstances, to levy a special as- 
sessment or rout ill ml inn on lauds and railroads in said dis- 
trict and providing for its collection; to grant, certain lauds 
lor levee purposes and prescribe the duty of the Auditor in 

relation thereto; to exempt said lauds from taxatio ill 

sold by the board, to authorize ihe board to mortgage and 
sell said lands and apply the proceeds to levee purposes; to 
authorize the board to issue and negotiate its bonds; to pro-

Hicreliu; to provide penalties tor tteg!e«t of hands to serve; 
to provide tlie moii<s of depositing, keeping and disbursing 
of all funds of the hoard: to specify by ivlioin and in what 
manner warrants shall he drawn njjaiust tin- said funds; to 
dctiue misappropriations of lands and property of the hoard 
l»J president. cojnini.->sioaer or olliecr, and provide a penally 
therefor; to put tilts .Act ill (iilcc and repeal all laws in eon 
Kiel herewith. 

Suction 1. Be h enacted by lite fcreneral As- 
sembly uC (lit- State of Louisiana, That thai por- 
tion f*i" Ad :>:{ of 1ST!), creating the Third Levee 
District, lie repealed, iind in lien thereof it be 
enacted as follows: That all 1 he parishes and parts 
of parishes, excepl llit* parish of Orleans, lying in 
the district between the Bayou Lafourche, the 
Mississippi river and tin* (i nil' of Mexico, hereto- 
fore known as the Third Lever District, and com- 
prising a portion of the following parishes, viz: 
Ascension, St. .lames. St. John, St. Charles, Jef- 
ferson, l'lai'iicniines, to St tci tin's Oanal; Assnmp 
tion and Lafourche, its far dawn as lower limits 
of 1 Lining Canal, on liayuii Lafourche, shall he 
embraced in the limits of a levee district to he 
known and styled "The Lafourche Basin Levee 
District," and all lands and other property id' 
every description Whatsoever UpOU said hinds shall 
he subject to taxtitioiif loeahHssessment and forced 
contribution forth* purpose y>f raising funds tu 
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construct and maintain levees in said district, and 
protect Hie lands thereof from overflow. 

Kkc 2. Be ii Further enacted, etc,, Thai the 
Governor shall appoint from annum (lie qualified 
voters of said district nine persons to serve as 
lr\ cc commissioners lor said district, otic from 
each parish or pari of parish, in the district, and 
one in (lie district at large on the recommenda- 
tion ol'tlic railroads of said district • said conm is- 
sioners shall hold their office for (lie term uffonr 
vcars, and until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. Said commissioners shall const}- 
tnio a hoard styled Hoard id' Commissioners for 
the Lafourche Basin Levco District, and they 
shall have supervision of the location, erection, 
repairs and maintenance of levees in said district. 
SkO. ."i. He it further enacted, etc. That said 
commissioners shall convene and hold their lirst 
lirst meeting at Donaldsnnvillc mi the fourth day 
(if August, 1S!I2; a majority of said commissioners 
shall constitute a quorum to do business; they 
shall organize by electing one of their numher 
President, and they shall appoint a Secretary and 
lix his salary ; they shall designate tin 1 time and 
select the place for holding their regular sessions, 
and may he convened at any time upon call of their 
President, or upon call id' two of the Commission- 
ers. In ease of death or resignation of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary shall call the hoard together 
to fill the vacancy; in case of the ahscuce, inahil- 
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ity or failure to act ol' Ihe President, the hoard 
shall appoint one of their number chairman, who 
shall perform nil the duties ol" the President ; in 
cisc of uegleei of duly by any Commissioner ov of 
It is failure without gond cause to attend regular 
meetings for three times successively, i( shall be 
the duty of the Governor, on request of the board, 
to remove such commissioner and appoint his suc- 
cessor. The commissioners slut 1 1 receive a salary 
of lire dollars a day each during the period they 
are in actual attendance upon the hoard, and 
their actual traveling expenses, to he puid out ol' 
the funds of the levee district on the warrant of 
the president, attested by the secretary, and a like 
salary shall he paid for each day the president and 
other commissioners shall serve in supervising the 
location, construction and repairs of levees, as 
may be provided by said board. 

Sue. 1. Beit further enacted, etc., That said 
board shall adopt by-laws for their own govern- 
ment and for Hie government of their employes; 
they shall adopt rules or regulations for a com- 
prehensive levee system ; they shall keep a record 
of Iheir proceedings which shall be published 
after each meeting in a journal to be selected by 
them. It shall be the duly of the board at each 
regular session to examine all accounts or opera- 
tions of the board ami determine what work shall 
be undertaken ; provided, thai all work shall he 
advertised to he let out by menus of sealed pro- 
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posals to the lowest responsible bidder, reserving 

lo 1 hi- board authority to reject all bids. That ill 
case (if emergency, or when it is evidently to the 
lies! advantage of said district, then the board 
shall liave authority to make contracts for the 
buildings and repair of levees without ad vertise- 
iiieut and sealed proposals. They shall use all 
means at their command to strengthen, repair or 
construct any portion of the levees that may de- 
mand attention ; they shall appoint inspectors, 
with the authority to employ guards on the levees 
during the period of high water; and generally 
the board shall do all things necessary to attain 
the objects contemplated by this act. 

SeO. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That it 
shall be the dnti of the Board of State Engineers 
to designate one ol" their members to attend each 
meeting of the Levee Board, and to report to and 
advise with them as to the location, construction 
and repairs of all levees of the district, that the 
State Board ef Engineers shall locate all levees, 
Furnish estimates and specifications, and perforin 
all engineering work required of them I « \- the 
Levee Board. 

SE(!. ti. Beit further enacted, etc. That the 
Board shall be invested with the control of all 
public levees in the district, with authority to re- 
quire tin* State Kujrineers to lay oil', furnish esti- 
mates, and perforin all engineering work neces- 
sary to the location, construction and repairs of 
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levees, reserving, however, I lie right fco tin 1 
parishes in which Ihc levees are located; also, jo 
provide (uiids and to construct and repair levees 
and exereise (lie powers how confided to them by 
law*. 

Sec. 7, lie it farther enacted, etc., That said 
Una rd of Commissioners shall, in addition (o flie 
powers herein conferred, he eonsiiiuied a body 

politic or a political corporation, invested with the 
powers inherent in said corporations ; they shall 
have authority to sue and be sited under the style 
of Board of Commissioners for the Lafourche 
Basin Levee District, anil ail process against said 
corporation shall be served ou the president or 
secretary, anil all suits in behalf of the hoard shall 
he bnmglll by the prcsidcul. The hoard shall at 
its first regular meeting electa domicile for the 
purpose of being sued and keeping its office and 
archives, and service of process shall he made 
upon the president or upon the secretary of the 
hoard in person. Said board shall have aid horhy 
In buy and sell property, to make and execute all 
contracts, and do and perform all things necessary 
to carry out the objects of I his act Sllhjoci to the 
limitations and duties herein provided. They 
shall have a corporate seal, and copies of all (lie 
regulations and copies of proceedings of said 
hoard, certified to by their secretary, under their 
co-operative seal, shall be received in all courts as 
prima facie evidence of the acts and proceedings 



of said board. All funds of said board shall lie 
deposited with I hi* State Treasurer to the. credit of 
said district, and all warrants drawn thereon by 
tin* president, attested to by secretary and seal of 
said board, shall specify the indebtedness*; said 
warrants are intended to liquidate, in part or in 
whole, and said funds shall not be drawn from flic 
Treasurer except on the warrants of the Stale An> 
ditor tvf Public Aeconnts. 

Sbo, 8. Be it farther enacted, on-., That for 
the purpose of providing a revenue to carry out 
the objects contemplated by this act, the Board of 
Commissioners may levy annually on all property 
in sa.nl district subject to taxation for levee pur- 
poses a, district levy tax often mills on tin' dollar, 
of its assessed valuation, ami it shall lie the duty 
of the assessors to extend said 1ax on the tax roll, 
and in parishes which arc not wholly comprised 
in the district, the assessor shall make, without 
additional compensation, separate rolls for that 
part of the parish included in the district, and the 
tax collectors of the several parishes shall collect 
said district levee tax in the same manner that 
Stale taxes are collected, and shall settle therefor 
with the Auditor and State Treasurer ; and said 
funds shall be kept in a separate account to the 
credit of the Lafourche Basin Levee District ; and 
the same shall be paid out on the warrant of the 
Auditor, as hereinbefore provided. 
Sec.!'. Be it further enacted, etc., That said 
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Board of ( 'iiLinnissioiiiTS shall have authority In 
levy annually a local assessment or forced contri- 
bution of two and a tiall' cents per acre on all 
hunts within said district, Mini one hundred dol- 
lars per niilr on all standard gauge railroad linos 
within said district, which shall he placed upon 
the assessment rolls of (lie respective parishes and 
parte of parishes of said district, and shall In- col- 
lected ill tin* same manner and paid into t'lie State 
Treasury as hereinbefore provided tor tin* district 
lover tax often mills; and said funds shall be put 
by tlie Treasurer to the credit of said Lafourche 

Basil) Levee District, and shull he paid nut as 
hereinabove provided; and provided, that said a.s- 

sessmeiil or I'oreed contribution shall not he lev- 
led mi lands imt alluvial. That nothing in this 
act contained shall deprive I his district of its share 
nl' the (ioueral Knijiueors 1 Fund, and that all 
taxes hereafter collected upon the rolls nl' the 
Third Levee District as now existing, sliall he 
transferred to the credit of the Lafourche Basin 
Levee District and (hat all outstanding warrants 
against the Third Levee District Funds shall he 
paid from the Funds of the Lafourche Basin Levee 
District. 

Srcc. 10. lie il further enacted, etc., Thai in 
case said hoard shall deem the funds heretofore 
provided lor in litis act inadequate to locate, con- 
struct and repair levees so as to prevent disas- 
trous floods, the said hoard shall hnve authority 







to levy a special assessment or forced conlrihu- 

iinn, not lo exceed twenty-five cents per hale of 
cotton, ten cents per barrel of sugar, thirty-live 
cents per hogshead of sugar, seven and one-half 
cents per barrel of syrup, live cents per barrel of 
molasses, two and one-half cents per sack of 
rough rice, one-half cent Oil each hnsliel of escu- 
lents, and two and one-half rents per barrel of 
oranges produced in said district upon hind sub- 
ject to taxation under the provisions of this act, 
and same shall he collected by the sheriff of each 
parish in part or wholly within this district in 
such manner and under such regulations m the 
board may direct, hut in all cases it sliall he col- 
lected before the produce is removed (Vow the re- 
spective parishes. Tin 1 sherilf is hereby empow - 
cred, and it is made his duty, to notify common 
carriers and persons engaged in transporting 
goods and passengers for hire, not to receive or 
transport any produce on which the produce tax 
herein provided lor shall not have been paid. No 
railroad, steamboat or other common carrier shall 
receive any product subject to taxation, under this 
not without entering the tax on the bill of lading 
and collecting the same, and it shall be their duty 
In remit the amount of lax so collect, to the tax 
collector of the parish from which the produce 
was shipped. Any common carrier violating the 
provisions of this act, shall pay double the amount 
of tax on the produce received and shipped with- 
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mil the t:i\ thereon being paid by the shipper, t»r 

whieli shall mil have been entered and collected 
(in tin' lull of lading, to be recovered before any 
court of competent jurisdiction.

herein constituted shall be and the sami' are here- 
by given, granted, bargained, donated, conveyed 
and delivered nni» said Board of Levee Couiuiis- 
sionci's of the Lafourche Basin Levee District, 
whet her said lands or parts of lauds u ere originally 
granted by the Congress of tile 1 niirtl Slates to 
this Slate, ur whether said lauds have been or 
ma\ hereafter be forfeited to or bought in by or 
l'n\- ni' Mild t<» the Stale at tax sales for non-]iay 
men) of laves, \\ here the State has or ma\ liere- 
al'lrr become the owner of lands by or through 
tax sales, conveyances whereof shall only be made 
to said Hoard of Levee < 'oiumissioiiers after the 
periotl of redempt ion shall have expired; provided, 
however, thai any and all former owners of lands 
which have been forfeited (o purehasers by or sold

cash.
